Mother of Slacker Shaken by

' Government

“BETTER OFF IN RUSSIA”
IS HER BITTER COMPLAINT

Her stolid complacency hroken down
completely because of the Government's
seizure of her slacker son's riches, Mrs.
Emma . Bergdoll said todav she will
oppeal personally to President Hard-
ing.

Mrs. Bergdoll left “Castle Bergdoll,"
Fifty-second  street and  Wynnefield
nvenue, nt 8:80 o'clock this morning,
nnd after a motor trip to  Llanerch,
where grocerics were bought, she went
to Broomall for the week-end.

The mother of Grover Bergdoll, the
draft dodger and army conviet, now
a fugitive in Germany, made no effort
to hide the crushing effect of the blow
dealt yesterday when Colonel Miller,
Alien Property Custodian, selzed all
the Bergdoll real and personal property
and wsequestered their bank accounts.

“I would be better off in Russia or
Germany than I am in this country,”
she said, ns she fingered an edge of her

blue coat. *‘It would not be any
harder for me there than here,"’

Contradicts Sworn Statements

Ag she talked slowly, she made an
implied denial o\ pro-Germanism, _de-
elared the World War was a money war
and not: one for democracy and inei-
dentally contradicted testimony she gave
under oath before the House committee
investigating Bergdoll's eseape,

“fiod in heaven knows 1 am inno-
cent,”" she went on. “‘He is the judge.
He knows 1 am innocent. It is the
United States Government which is
cnusing the seandal, not me, Judge
Dickinson knows 1 am innocent. 1
think the jury was bribed."

She referred to her conviction in the
Federal court here for aiding a deserter
for which a 87000 fine was ynposed,
with prizson as the alternative.

“How ean I help frogn worrying
nbout my boy,'" she continued, Bhe he-
gan sobbing. "'Whnt kind of n mother
would I be if T didn't stick up for my
boy? What kind of a mother would
any mother be if she didn't stick up
for her boy?

“They say-I am pro-German, For
twenty-four years I paid taxes on an
estate in the suburbs of Washington
which I offered to the Government free
of charge at the beginning of the war
and they refused it,

Has *'Slacker Bonus'' Plan

“If nll the slackers paid 800 each
there would be enough money to make
all the soldiers happy."’

Mrs, Bergdoll then repeated a state-
ment she hax made many times before
that Grover Cleveland pald $300 for o
substitution in the draft in the Civil
War,

“The war was n money war and was
nat for democracy,”” she continued, **It
was England whe forced us into it.

“The house ut Wynnefield belongs to
Grover, but the furniture In it is mine.
It Is worth about £40,000 and they
cannot take that. I am geing to make
a direct appeal to President Harding
to keep them from taking the house at
Whynnefield, which belongs to Grover,

"“They sny my son {s an undesirable.
If that iy so why do they want to bring
him bac®?"’

Mrs, Bergdoll was asked if she feared
the Government agents would locate the
“pot of gold' she testified she buriel
somewhere near the Wynnefield house,

“*Ach, it's absurd. here's nothing
 that pot of gold business,'’ she pe-
plied.

The appropriations for State Col-
lege were reduced from $5,411.214 to
%2, 407.000, the Governor explaining
the reduction on the ground of insuffi-
cient revenue,

With the signing of the hig appropri-
ation bills the Governor ended his work
on the 1060 bills which reached him.
About 2000 bills were introduced in
the |Legislature, 500 of them earrying
appropriations, Forty-twa bills were
recalled by the Legislature.

Numerous Vetoes

The closing days of executive nction
weore mark by numerous vetoes of
salary rnigt.-n- and the reduction of
substantial “amounts from the general
approptiation bill and the appropria-
tions for charitable and e({:mninnll
[ urposes,

More than $6,000,000 was cut from
the general approprintion bill, which
enrries more than $58,000,000 and is
the largest ever approved, while ap-
proximately $8,000,000 has been re-
ported (to have been cut from aggre-
gate approprintions for hospitals, char-
itable and educational institutions, the
figures for which have not yet been an-
nounced.

It is estimated that the total euts
made by the Governor will run in the
neighborhood of  $£21.000,000, which
will rug the total amount approved to
about allﬁ.mm.nnn.
